WOODSTOCK 
It couldn’t ha v e na ppened in ma ny towns. 
But it ha ppened in Woodstock. N. Y Tuesda y 
night. There wa s the Esta blishment sitting down 
with youthful newcomers in colorful a ttire a nd 
long ha ir to discuss how to ha ndle a possible in 
flux of perha ps thousa nds of long-ha ired v isitors 
this summer. Sitting down is something of a 
misnomer 
Young people spra wled on ev ery 
inch of a v a ila ble floor; older people took oyer 
wha t cha irs were left, lined the wa lls, a nd filled 
the ha llwa y outside. 
In the beginning, the "v ibra tions were a ll 
good.” a s the kids sa y toda y. Long time residents 
a nd more recent New Genera tion a rriv a ls seemed 
to a gree tha t "concrete proposa ls" were needed 
to "ea se the problems” some foresee for Vvood^ 
stock this summer when city youngsters hea d 
for the country to groov e on fresh a ir. 
There wa s ta lk a bout "coming together 
a nd 
"working together" to keep Woodstock "sa fe a nd 
sound." There seemed to be a n honest effort 
a foot to find cures for "pola riza tion” a nd "a liena ­ 
tion,” a nd "rev olution ” a nd wha t ha v e you. As 
Micha el Green, a young bea rded a rtist, put it: 
“ Let our group be representa tiv e of right wing 
conserv a tiv e v iews a nd the most frea kish hippie 
v iews, but let us meet w ith the Town Boa rd a nd 
find a middle ground." 
Wha t wa s ev entua lly spelled out a s middle 
ground between the combined popuia ce a nd the 
boa rd, a fter lengthy prouncements a nd mystica l 
ja rgon: 
The possibility of longha irs orga nizing a mong 


themselv es a v olunta ry hippie consta ble ftre pea ce 
pa trol to ta ke ov er the job of brea king up 
"trouble 
situa tions' 
inv olv ing 
congrega ting 
youngsU rs of their own culture. The theory w a s 
tha t such a pa trol could dea l with ma ny such 
situa tions better tha n uniformed policemen 
Bringing on the scene specia lists who ha v e ha d 
experience in ha ndling crowds, drug problems, 
a nd group psychology. 
Forming a HELP orga niza tion to prov ide in 
forma tion a nd a id to out-of-town v isitors in 
sea rch of slceoing or ca mping a ccommoda tions.

Postal workers, forbidden to strike, hav e been shu nted 
aside by Congress when it came to pay raises to meet 
the rising cost of liv ing. Bu t Congress along with law­ 
making bodies at other lev els of gov ernment took care 
of themselv es v ery ex peditiou sly . New York State Legis­ 
lators, Ulster Cou nty Legislators and the Kingston Com­ 
mon Cou ncil were among this coterie v oting themselv es 
increases. 
It is too bad that postal workers had to stage 
a 
wildcat strike to dramatize the failu re of Congress to 
show proper concern for their financial plight. And ac­ 
cording to James A. Farley , former postmaster general, 
the problem goes back to 1933. Wages of post office em­ 
ploy es were not tackled then or since. Howev er* deserv ing 
as wage increases for postal workers are, wS ck) not 
su bscribe to the illegal strike.

Swing in the South 


It is not so long ago when a Repu blican member of 
Congress from any Sou thern state was so rare, he cou ld 
hold a party cau cu s by himself. Today , in the 17 Sou th­ 
ern border states there are 38 Repu blicans to 106 Demo­ 
crats and one v acancy . The breakthrou gh is here. 
Repu blican gains in the Sou th hav e been steady for 
the last dozen y ears, especially in the off y ear elections 
when party loy alty did not req u ire a v oter to start with 
the candidate for President and go on to cast a fu ll party 
ticket. A Gallu p poll shows that party strength in each of 
the last Congressional off-y ear elections has showed Re­ 
pu blican gains. Starting in Febru ary 1954, when the party 
alignment was 7 8 per cent Democrat to 22 per cent 
Repu blican, and on each fou r y ears u ntil this y ear in 
Febru ary , it was 61 per cent Democrat to 39 per cent 
Repu blican. 
A 17 per cent tu rnov er cou ld mean a large change in 
the delegations these states will send to Congress, not 
the 40 per cent the percentages indicate, bu t perhaps 
331/3 per cent, or 
48 Repu blican seats to 9 7 for the Demo­ 
crats. A gain of 10 Repu blican seats wou ld be a third 
of the tu rnov er of 30 seats needed to gain control of the 
Hou se. The Sou th and border states are definitely con­ 
trov ersial areas in this coming election.

For the chances now are that, 
althou gh it may take sev eral 
day s, the letter carriers will 
gradu ally get back to work

proceed. 
The “commu nications gap” 
between the gov ernment and 
some of its workers was nev er 
more dram atically illu strated 
than in the letter carriers’ 
strike, ev en the president of 
the national u nion, who for 
sev eral day s u rged the local 
organizations

walkou t, was u nable to per­ 
su ade all 
the 
m em bers to 
retu rn to work. To what is 
this really du e? On the su r­ 
face, it might appear that the

When all else fails (inclu d­ 
ing ou r brain and bu dg et!)

woman—Or ju st a hu man be­ 
ing for that m atter—let me 
say that one shou ld nev er 
make one meat loaf at a 
time. Alway s make at least 
two. 
You can freeze one of them 
u ncooked, cooked completely , 
or y ou can partially cook it 
and then freeze. I like the 
last way the best on ou r 
“ tired 
day s" it takes less 
time to cook if we are in a 
hu rry . 
Meat loaf is g reat when 
serv ed 
hot 
the 
first 
nig ht 
with baked potatoes (and al­ 
way s throw in a few ex tras 
becau se they can be pan-fried 
or u sed for making potato 
salad the nex t day ). As long 
as that ov en is g oing , u tilize 
that heat at the same time. 
The 
nex t 
nig ht 
y ou 
can 
slice y ou r loaf in thick pieces 
and broil u nder y ou r broiler. 
Deliciou s when spread with 
oleo, barbecu e sau ce or chili 
sau ce. And what a chang e it 
makes for that old taster of 
y ou rs,

it disg u ises that 
hambu rg er in a big way . 
It can alway s be pan-fried 
qu ickly for either open- or 
close-faced sandwiches; diced, 
and when slig htly browned, 
scrambled with eg g s for a 
qu ick hot meal, or pu t into

wide-mou thed 
thermos 
when y ou pack y ou r lu nches. 
If in a hu rry to cook a meat 
loaf some nig ht after a hard 
day ’s work—try cooking the 
meat in mu ffin pans! Cooks 
real qu ick that-a-way . 
You can also hu rry it u p 
if, after plopping y ou r meat 
loaf in y ou r iron skillet, y ou
